Either NFCUS will become 
a wealthier organization with a larger 
staff and the possibility of -enacting the 
various schemes that have not been car- 
ried out for lack of funds, or it will re- 
duce its sphere of activity within the mar- 
gin their present finances dictate and 
forget about various commitments and 
high-finance projects. 

Last week the SEC reaffirmed its 
stand that: 

"Whereas, the SEC feels that the re- 
turns realized from the fees presently 
paid to the NFCUS are hot proportionate 
to their size; and 

"Whereas it docs not feel that it has 
, been shown that an increase of fees would 
result , in a proportionately higher return 
to the student body; 

"Be it resolved that while the SEC 
looks ,.f5ryirard eagerly to the time when 
such an'increase would be worth while in 
its eyes, it does not approve of any in- 
crease in the NFCUS fees at this mo- 
ment."^ 

This, unless a quorum of the Students' 
Society decides otherwise, will be the ini- 



tial stand taken by McGill delegates at 
the conference. 

It seems that McGill thinks that put- 
ling more money into NFCUS would be 
betting on a losing horse. NFCUS should 
l)rove itself in some manner before it 
gets more money. 

To this the reply has been that NFCUS 
cannot do anything worth-while unless it 
has more money. It's a dog-chasing-its- 
tail argument. 

Opposition towards the fee increase is 
founded on one very pertinent question: 
"What is NFCUS going to do with more 
money?" This question evidently has not 
been answered to the full satisfaction of 
the SEC. The other is the proposed sche- 
me of a salaried president. There is great 
doubt as to the advisability of this scheme 
as well as the feeling that Joe College will 
not be getting his dollars' worth from 
NFCUS. 

Thon, of course, there is still the sour 
taste left from the conference held last 
year at Laval. 

Briefly, opposition to the fee raise is 
based on a certain doubt as to the effic- 
iency and the value of NFCUS ns a re- 
presentative organization. 

Below we present the other side of 
the picture. This, basically, is the stand 
of the University of Montreal that prompt- 
ed them to drop out of NFCUS last year.

For A Higher NFCUS Fee 



Two arguments may be called upon 
against any raise in the NFCUS fee. One, 
Hhat the present returns are not propor- 
tionate to the actual subscription. Second, 
,that, although a raise would enable a re- 
inforcement 0 fthe administrative staff, 
there are no sufficiently clear projects 
justifying an increase in our permanent 
secretariat. 

A glance at the proposed budget for 
fiscal year 19.52-.53 proves, however, tliat 
the first point is hardly défendable, \lcv2 
are the main expenses, broadly outlined, 
deducted from a revenue of .^.ll,.')no.OO: 
—The 1952 conférence : .$^,000.00 
—Salaries of tlie Secretary-Treasurer 

and the Stenographer: Sl.nOO.OO 
—Office administration: 300.00 
— Executive expenses: $1,300.00 
— International affairs: $200.00 
The expenses amount to a little over 
$10,000.00, leaving a surplus of about .^1,- 
300.00, an insufficient sum to start any- 
thing rolling. (See Appendi::: Proposed 
Budget for 1952-53.) 

With a similar budget, one can under- 
stand that NFCUS has nothing but a few 
achievements to its credit; namely a re- 
duction for students on "Spalding <!• Bros" 
sport articles, on some railway tickets 
during the ' Christmas holidays, on tele- 
graph press rates foi- ne\v.s stories for 
university newspapers. Intercollegiate de- 
bating and drama have also been promot- 
ed, and intor-regional scholarships. Re- 
cently, observers have been sent by NF- 
CUS to international student conferences. 

We may conclude this first point by 
saying that most of the NFCUS funds 
support a small scale staff; but the latter 
ha.ve no possible means of putting" extensi- 
ve plans into effect. In other words, it 
can't afford to pay the gas to get its car 
going places. 
- Let us now deal with the second part: 
Wh4t could be done with more money? 

ONE. Considering that the Laljor Class 
is not adequately represented in univers- 
l^içp, NFCUS could awaken public opin- 
ion, through the press, radio, and T.V., 



follow! npr the recommendations of the 
Alassoy Report. 

TWO. A dispensation of "paying the 
Unemployment Insurance for temporary 
seasonal v.ork, a icduction on all sport 
articler,, boolcs, all year round railway 
fares, could be obtained, 

THREE. Tiic E.N.U.S. — Brili.sli N.a- 
tionnl Union of Students — finances one 
half of its activities with a 5Çé profit ob- 
tained on trijjs organized by their well 
knov.'ii and reputed Travel Service. NF- 
CUS made $2,000.00 only, one fifth of 
its revenu. Travel Operations could be re- 
organized, after having sent a delegate 
for a few months in England to get ac- 
quainted with the system. 

FOUR. Promote more rechanges on 
national and international levels. 

FIVE. Or^ranize or encourage a Health 
Service scheme, after having lead an en- 
(juiry about rates of accident and sick- 
no.ss insurance policies for all Canadian 
students. 40,000 students have good chan- 
ces of getting a low rale from insurance 
companies. 

SIX. Publish a monthly Bulletin on 
ICFCUS activities and students' problems. 

SEVEN. A delegate, possibly the not 
yet paid President, should represent the 
body of Canadian University students to 
the Department of Education. 

EIGHT. Pursuance of athletic and cul- 
tural activities. 

These various exhausting but not ex- 
haustive "examples" (needing of course 
n serious révisai) of a possible NFCUS 
inogram require money for their realiza- 
tion. Extensive enquiries, travel expenses, 
administrative machinery are their costly 
and primary conditions. A "substantial" 
fee raise (to $0.99!) appears as a tre- 
mendous source of power in order to im- 
plement an unlimited number of profit- 
able projects through a strong Trade- 
Union of Cariadiart Students, devoted to 
the welfare of each of us. To put it in a 
brain binding slogan: "PAY A BIT MORE, 
GET A LOT MORE."
